brought out the fact that between 
April and July, 1905, Orehard often 
lounged around Pettibone’s store. 

‘John Dennis, a former Cripple Creek 
miner, when introduced as a _ witness 
said he knew a Pinkerton operative 
named Beckman who, as a member of 
the union, got up in meeting one day 
and declared he was tired of peace and 
thought something ought to be done. 
He was declared out of order by the 
president.”’ 


Bell Had a Bodyguard. 


George B. Breen, formerly ‘fa railroad 
conductor at Cripple Creek, and who 
was a@ witness several daysago, was 
recalled to tell of taking Gen. Sherman 
Bell and a company of militiamen to 
Dunnville, Colo., to round up some union 
men who had taken to the hills. 

Breen said that five uniformed men 
acted as Bell’s bodyguard. They carried 
sawed-off shotguns and _ six-shooters. 
The defense laid emphasis upon the 
sawed-off shotguns. Orchard, in his 
testimony, referred constantly to-weap- 
ons of this character, which he said he 
got at miners’ headquarcers. Breen told 
of the flight of three miners up the hill 
at Dunnville and the firing of the militia 
at them. One of the men was killed 
Several others were captured and thgie 
camp looted. 

In the camp the soldiers found two 
broken-down shotguns, one rifle, a six- 
shooter, a pair of scissors, a knife and 
fork and a can of sardines. 

Attorney Darrow, when asked the pur- 
pose of this testimony by the court, 
said it was to show a part of the gen- 
eral conspiracy to crush the Western 
Federation of Miners,

Man Caught in Evansville, 
Ind., Who Answers 
Description. 





HAS SCAR ON HIS LIP 


Admits He Was at Scene of the 
Crime Same Day, but 
Denies Charge. 





A suspect arrested at Evansville, Ind., 
is due to arrive in St. Louis— late 
Wednesday afternoon for identification 
by 11-year-old Marcella Singer, whom he 
is accused of attacking 10 days ago in 
Forest Park. He is in charge of De- 
tective Murphy, who went to Evansville 


Tuesday night for him. The man went 
to Evansville, just after the crime was 
committed, and Acting Chief of Police 
Gillaspy expresses firm belief that he 
is guilty of it. 

The ‘tip’ to the poiice was given by 
Frank Green of 1531 Washington ave- 
nue, a painter who formerly employed 
the man under susficion. Green said 
that the evening of June 2, the Swun- 
day Marcella was attacked, the inan 
went home in excitement, packed his 
trunk and departed with his wife for 
IF 'vansville. 

Another Accuses Him, 


After the departure, Green toid the 
nolice, Lily, his 12-year-old daughter, 
made charges to him against the man. 
This strengthened the suspicion he nad 
niready enterteined, he said, and caused 
him to jnform the pelie. 

The man was living with his wife ifn 
Evansville, and consented when arrest- 
ed to return wthout requisition papers 
to st. Louls. The Evansville police did 
not know the specitic charge against 
him, and did not question him as to it, 
but the man told them he supposed 
Lily Green had caused his arrest. 

When Detective Murphy reached Ev- 
ansville the suspect admitted to him 
that he had been in Forest Park the 
afternoon of the crime, but denied that 
he had committed it. 


Scar on His Lip. 


The suspect has a scar on his. upper 
lip, which fits Marcetia’s description of 
her assailant, but he is an ojder man 
than she described and his hair is turn- 
ing gray instead of being black.

NOT INDICT HIM FOR CRIME 


Henry Becker Thought to Have 
Been Scared Into Acknowledg- 
ing Murder of Girl.

NEW YORK, July 3.~After a week's 
investigation, the Queens County grand 
jury refused to indict Henry Becker 
for the murder of l5-year-old Amelia 
Staffeldt of Flushing. Becker was ar- 
raigned in Flushing this morning and 
discharged. 

The police are :.0w working on new 
clues and are trying to find the source 
of a number of “Black Hand’’ letters 
received by Mrs. George Simonson, the 
chief witness against Becker. 

The police had settled on Becker as 
the murderer. He is about 22 years old 
and did odd jobs in the neighborhood 
where the girl was killed while picking 
dandelions Wednesday afternoon, May 
22. Becker was arrested near the scene 
of the murder the day following. 

It was not until after he had been put 
through “the third degree” several times 
that Becker made a confession and 
then he startea in to confess to any 
and everybody who happened to ask 
him about the crime. The grand jury, 
it is stated, believed Becker was scared 
into making the confession.

The picture has been treated more 
as an oj] than a water color, but is 
nevertheless very effective. 

“Old Groote Kirk,’’ by F. Hopkinson 
Smith, was highly praised by Mr. Zol- 
nay. Composition, coloring, the enttre 
handling of the subject, were commend4- 
ed, although the body coloring is some- 
what heavy. 


Different Kinds of Truth.

The subject is 
well handled, however, and the picture 
shows excellent qualities, even in its un- 
finished state. 

Rhoda Holmes Nicoll’s “Sunset on the 
Hiarbor’’ is an excellent demonstration 
of Mr. Zolnay’s theory of ‘general 
truth,”” as opposed to “literal truth.’ 
She has indicated the grass and the ar- 
cLitecture of the building in the fore- 
sround, rather than drawing each blade 
and shingle, and the effect is pleasing in 
the extreme.

Colin Campbell Cooper’s “Antwerp, 
Evening,” -was named as the second 
best picture in the gallery. In this lit- 
tle scene, the artist has seen a com- 
monplace subject in a beautiful light, 
and has portrayed its effect upon him- 
self regardless of the light in which it 
might appear to one not blessed with a 
sense of the poetical.

OPEN LOBBYING FOR BILL 





Object of the Plan Was to Inspect 
Garbage Reduction Plants 
in the East. 


Even the lobbying and prompting of 
Councilmen by the Speaker of the House 
of Delegates, Isaac Conran failed to 
save from quietus at the hands of the 
City Council the bH1l appropriating $2500 
for eight assemblymen’s junket to New 
Bedford, Mass., ‘and other interesting 
points. 

Now Councilmen who opposed the 
measure are expecting reprisal by the 
House, either in the form of a recon- 
sideration of the resotution fixing ad- 
journment of the Municipal Assembly, 
or hostility to bills fathered by those 
who cast negative votes at Tuesday's 
meeting. 

Councilman Norvell insured the bill's 
defeat by inquiring the need of $250Qq 
for expenses for the trip when his fare, 
hotel charges and other items aggre- 
gated only $100 on a recent visit of a 
week in Boston. 

He said that $2000 of the public funds 
would be wasted on the junket. A for- 
mer committee bent on the same mis- 
sion, Councilman Norvell said, had ac- 
complished nothing and then submitted 
a report that was a copy, verbatim, of 
the Civic League's recommendations 
touching a _ reduction plant. 

Favored by Linde, 

Councilman Linde spoke earnestly sfor 
the jaunt and Councilman Thomson fee- 
bly seconded him. 

Members of the Board of Public Jim- 
provements favored the committee’; !n- 
spection of plants in other cities, Mr. 
Line said, because most of those who 
wanted to study the subject had never 
seen a reduction works. 

When the vote was taken, following 
Mr. Linde's eloquence, supporters of the 
bill thought President Forman would 
be with them. It was six for and two 
against the measure when President 
Forman’s Name was called. He upset 
calculations by registering himself in 
the negative. ‘The bill was put to death 
and is now. beyond hope of resurrection 
by any kind of parliamentary maneu- 
vers. 

The hill had several narrow escapes 
before Tuesday. A week gq it was 
revived and referred to the Committee 
on Ways and Means. That action was 
taken by the House as indicating a 
chance of passing it. On the strength 
uf the seeming change of front by the 
Council the House Friday night adopt- 
ed a concurrent resolution by which 
the Municipal Assembly was to have 
adjourned July 16 for two morths, after 
having once blocked a recess because 
of the Council's refusal to legislate for 
the junket. It is now expected that the 
llouse will reverse itself and keep the 
Council working for the greater part 
of the summer.

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THE SPY SYSTEM. 

The most important exposure of corrupt and 
dangerous methods made in the trial of the 
Steunenberg murder case at Boise City is that 
of the spy system as it has been carried to its 
logical extreme.

Local wheat, after a session of rather 
light trading, closed slightly higher for 
the day. July option closed \%c higher 
at 94%c bid, September, in which the 
bulk of the trading was done, 4c higher 
at 96%c, and December %@%c higher at 
99% @997c. 

Liverpool cables closed equal to 1%c to 
24c higher on spot wheat and 1d higher 
on the futures. Paris closed %c to 3c 
,higher on wheat and 1% to 2%c higher on 
| flour. Antwerp wheat closed steady. to 
Sac higher. Berlin wheat 1%c higher, and 
Budapest wheat %c higher. Bradstreet 
reports a decrease of 473,000 bu in wheat 
east of the Rocky Mountains and in 
Canada, a decrease of 5,300,000 bu in 
wheat in Europe and afloat, and a total 
decrease of 5,773,000 bu in the world’s 
visible supply of wheat. 

The local market was fairly active, 
and prices moved nervously in a good | 
range. The opening was firm, the un- 
favorable crop reports from abroad and 
the upward tendency in all foreign 
markets being the support. Spot wheat 
at Liverpool was sharply higher and in 
good demand, and for the first time for 
several years led the advance in futures 
there. The demand for export wheat was 
good and Duluth and other export points 
reported good sales of Manitobas. The 
higher prices abroad were said to be 
due to unseasonable weather and dis- 
tressingly poor crop prospects in the 
United Kingdom, France and Russia, 
and confirmation of rust in Germany. 
The course of foreign markets was 
closely watched. 

The report on winter wheat condi- 
tions by Snow rather favored the bulls, 
showing a small condition and acreage. 
He estimates the crop at about 350,000,- 
000 bu, and says Kansas will yield 
about 60,000,000 bu. The disappointing 
threshing reports from Kansas con- 
tinued, and there were further reports 
of green bugs and lateness of from 
three weeks to a month from the spring 
wheat territory. September option ab- 
sorbed the bulk of the trading, and 
after opening %c higher at Q9ic, going 
as low as 96%c and advancing to 97%Cc, 
depressed -by long liquidation to 96%<c. 

There was'some good buying at 
times after the reaction, but long 
wheat was let go of on most strong 


spots and :the late trading appeared 
to be about evenly balanced, and was 
light. The threatened telegraphers’ 
Strike has become a feature of the 
market- and acts aS a damperer on 
trade. September option fluctuated 
rather nervously between 96%c and 
96%c lots in the day, and at the close 
was offered at 96%c.

SMOKING CONCERTS 


Preacher Says There Is Continual 
Demand for More Pleasure 
in Devotional Work. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHAUTAUQUA, N. Y., July 3.—Fol- 
lowing close upon the assertion that 
politics is a higher and nobler profes- 
sion for young men to enter than the 
ministry, visitors at Chautauqua As- 
sembly were told that the church serv- 
ices of the future would in reality be 
smoking concerts if the present ten- 
dencies in religious progress continuer

the churchgoers,’ said the Bishop. 
“There was a time when we were satis- 
fied to sit on hard benches in cold 
churches to listen to interminable dis- 
courses,”* he con ued, “but now we 
must have soft plus® pews and churches 
delicately comfortable. 

‘“‘Men and ministers are not allowed 
merely to preach the gospel. They are 
all the time called on for something 
|particularly novel and interesting and 
the most sensational preacher is the 
one most in demand. The constant de- 
| inand for more pleasure and service as 
'well as novelty in modern religious 
, services will soon make a smoking con- 
cert the main activity of some of our 
' churches. 

“Never, I am convinced, did the Chris- 
tian church face a more serious crisis 
than she faces today. Never was she 
in greater danger, and that danger, it 
seems to me, is chiefly from within. 
Her mission and her future are jeopar- 
dized most seriously by her most bla- 
tant champions, and while these cham- 
bi0isS are engaged in clamorously con- 
tending about insignificant matters, the 
practical materialism of the day is

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ON TROLLEY CAR 


Collision Occurs at Washington 
and Government Employes 
Are Seriously Hurt. 





(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

WASHINGTON, July 3.—A dozen per- 
sons were seriously injured and as many 
more slightly hurt in a collision between 
a trolley car and two carloads of rails 
on the Washington, Arlington and Falls 
Church Electric Railway this morning. 

The passenger car left West End Sta- 
tion loaded with employes in the Gov- 
ernment departments in Washington. At 
Spruce Station two flat cars loaded with 
steel rails were being taken to West 
End Station. A motor car was pushing 
these flat cars and when one car had 
passed the switch, -the rail laden train 
started immediately without waiting for 
the Washington car. 

They came together south of Spruce 
Street Station. The rails on the forward 


car extended several feet beyond the 
trucks and when the crash occurred 
these penetrated the passenger car al- 
most telescoping it. One rail passed 
through the abdomen of Motorman Wm. 
Mock, and one passenger had both legs 
severed. Many women on the car. were 
badly injured. 

Twelve of the injured passengers were 
taken to Georgetown Hospital.
